Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1937. 

Section  A. — Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Area  7,761  acres. 

Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  Resident  Population  mid  1937 — 4,130. 

Number  of  Inhabited  Houses  end  of  1937  (according  to  Rate  Books),  1,400. 

Rateable  Value  and  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate:  ^9356  :  0  :  0  and  ;^34  :  14  :  11. 

Social  Conditions. — Unemployment  is  now  only  about  one-quarter  of  the  amount 
it  was  a  few  years  ago.

A  Birth  Rate  of  16‘9  per  1,000  resident  population.

Section  B. — General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

(1)  Public  Health  Officers.  This  consists  of  a  part-time  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector  who  also  acts  as  Surveyor. 

(2)  There  have  been  no  changes  in  Laboratory  or  Ambulance  facilities.  Treatment 
in  the  Home,  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  or  Hospitals  (public  or  voluntary)  during 
the  year. 

Section  C.— Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(1)  Water. 

{a)  In  contrast  to  previous  years,  the  piped  supply  at  St.  Just  was  adequate  in 
quantity  and  no  restrictions  whatever  were  imposed.  The  quality  was  good. 

(6)  The  Trewellard  supply  was  not  sufficient  for  the  area  it  serves. 


(c)  The  Wheal  Hearle  Water  Scheme.  Further  tests  were  made  respecting 
the  quantity  of  water  available  at  this  source  during  August,  September 
and  October,  1937,  when  it  was  found  that  the  flow  was  50,000  to  60,000 
gallons  daily.  The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer  was  satisfied  with  the 
results  obtained  and  considered  that  there  was  a  sufficient  quantity  to 
supply  all  the  Pendeen  area  including  Trewellard,  Carnyorth,  Cresswells, 
Botallack  and  Truthwall. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  go  on  with  the  scheme  and  are  at 
present  in  negotiation  with  the  owners  of  the  farm  on  which  the  shaft  is 
situated  and  the  owners  of  the  mineral  and  water  rights. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  No  important  extensions  were  made  during  the  year. 


(3)  Closet  Accommodation. 

(f.)  All  the  Closets  have  been  converted  to  the  Water-carriage  System  at 
St.  Just  with  the  exception  of  about  thirty.  These  have  now  been  ordered 
to  be  converted  as  soon  as  possible. 

(it.)  Public  Cleansing.  An  additional  man  was  put  on  this  work  at  St.  Just 
during  the  year.

(6)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  There  are  five  slaughter-houses  in  the  area  which 
have  all  been  kept  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  the  shops  and  vehicles  have  been 
kept  in  a  clean  state.  The  three  Bakehouses  have  been  kept  in  a  clean  condition. 

Carcases  Inspected  and  Condemned.

No  carcase  was  condemned  owing  to  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis. 

Section  F. — Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious 

and  Other  Diseases. 

Six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  but  there  were  no  deaths.  No  cases  of 
Small-pox,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  or  Erysipelas  occurred.  One  case  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  reported. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  there  were  five 
deaths — three  males  and  two  females. 

Seven  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  reported  and  there  were  two  deaths,  both  males. 

An  outbreak  of  Mumps  occurred  in  the  spring.  As  a  complication  Orchitis 
occurred  in  a  few  adults. 

Among  the  children  Chicken-pox  was  also  prevalent.
